; mediately gave them a furious charge, which was 
ſtoutly anſwered by the Parliament Forces. This 
courage of theirs endured not long, for at the ſe- 
cond charge they as fiercely ran away, in purſuit 
were taken priſoners, {lain , and drowned, above 
400. divers of which betook themſelves to the 
mercy ofa River , wherein periſhed foure ſcore, 
whereot the Lord Sayes {on is ſaid to be one, bur 
that is yet} uncertain, bur for certain both of rhem 
accompanied with Captain Browne a Scotchman, 
atthe far{t encounter ran away, leaving thoſe men 

to be ſlaughtered, ſome Gertlemen(more ſenſible. 
of honour thenthe reſt) tought valiantly, as Ser- 
geant Major Douglas, Col: Sands , Cap: Auſtin, 
Cap: Barrill, Cap: Berrey, Coronett Hamon , Cor- 
nett Weſt were {laine inthe field; Cap: Sands and 
Doxelas lived ſome few houres after: Prince Robert 
{ent a Divine to Captain Sands, who told him the 
Prince wastroubled ſo gallant a man ſhould periſh 
in ſo unworthy an ation, he gave thePrince thanks 
and ſaid, death did not ſo much trouble him as 
that he had endeavourcd to defend fo bad a cauſe, 
which he was drawne into as well by his own am- 
bition, as by perſwaſion of other men, he was not 
able to-deny (he further ſaid) the flower of their 

Army was 1n this conflit, and wiſhed all their a- 
Rions hereafter might have the like ſucceſſe, deſi- 
ring that they would all pray for him, and eſpeci- 
ally that God would forgive him this great one 
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of rebellion, which troubled him the more, ha- 
ving dilucively perſwaded others thereunto by 
telling them that they fought againſt thoſe thar 
advanced the rebellion in 7reland,and were now in 
the action, Col: Sands was encountered by Comi- 
ſary Wilmot, bur received his deaths wound bya 
Frenchman, he asked how Comilary Wilmer did, 
ſecing kim wounded, being told his hurt was not 
dangerous , (aid, he wasglad he had not his blood 
roan! wer for: Dowgles likewiſe died not ſuddainly, 
he was likewiſe ſenſible of his offence. I ſpake 
with a Gentleman that brought him out of the 
field, to whom he confeſſed this was the third re- 
bellion he had been in againſt the King, all which 
trom his hearthe hated, but was drawn unto them 
for gain and ſiniſter ends, and being taken priſoner 
in tie North he was diſcharged, & twenty pounds 
given him by the King : he was deſirous to live, 
that he might diſcover tothe King ſomething thar 
might in part expiate his former offences, which 
was prevented by his death. I have been the lon- 
gcr inthe relation of theſe two GentJemens Con- 
feſſions before their deaths, 'to make you ſenſible 
that the hearts of theſe men goe not along with 
their aftions, (their blouds will lie heavy upon 
thoſe boutefewx that have engaged them 8 others, 
and ſo many men to their ruine and deſtruRion. ) 
There were taken in the Skirmiſh 50.0or 60. pri- 
ſoners, but none of note,and quality,bur Captaine 
Wingate, | a Parliament man ) who is brought to 
Shrewsbery; The King was preſented with 6. or 7. 
Colours,the bearers of them either ſlaine or taken

Priſoners; Prince Maurice hath received two or 
three ſcarrs of Honour in his Head , but isabroad 
and merry; divers of our part hath received ſlight 
wounds, as Commiſsary Wilmot, Sir Lewis Dives, 
Captaine Byron , Sir Charles Lucas, and ſome 0- 
thers : Idare not tell you they loſt more Hun- 
dreds, then we fingle men , leaſt the former part 
of my Letter may gaine the lefle beleife : But I aſ- 
ſure you, it is confidently reported thatthere were 
ſlaine on our part not aboue three or foure, thoſe 
Priſoners that were taken exceptCaptaine Wingate 
are diſcharged, taking an 04th not to beare Armes 
againſt the King, ; moſt of them were men of 
meane quality, and fo raw Souldiers that they un- 
derſtood not the word Quarter, but cryed for mer- 
cy;being demanded of what condition they were? 
ſome ſaid, they were Tayters, ſome Embroyderers, 
and the like. By the latter end of this weeke, I aſ- 
ſure you our tumber will exceed thoſe of the Earl 
of Eſſex , of which we are now rightly informed 
by the ſeverall Priſoners we have taken, And if 
God for great Sinnes , together with the flight e- 
ſteeme we have of Parliament Forces, have not 
Vengance inſtore for us , and the whole Nation : 
The King having no other Ambition, but the ad- 
vancement ofthe Proteſtant Religion, andeſta- 
bliſhmenrt of the Fundamental Lawes of thisKing- 
dome. We have publique thanks for this Vic- 
tory enjoyned by the King; I haveall this while 
heard of, and ſeenc the many lyes permittedand 
contrived by them ; but I could neyer imagine 
menſo irreligious, ſo impudent before God, as to 
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give publicke thanks for the great Victory over 
the Cavyaleers; which is as falſe as Godis true : 
I know I can exprefſe my Duty in nothing more 
then intreating your Lordſhip not to beleeve 
thoſe falſe reports , which do aſmuch make Lon- 
don diſhabitable, as the Plague wont to do,
